though unquestionably It is due to the 
thoroughness of the preparations

a protracted campaign, which was one 
of the liveliest of possibilities. 
The advance 
upon Dongola was

gun at 5 a. m. 
Tho gunboats covered 
the left flank of the cavalry and the 
camel 
corps 
was 
on the right flank. 
Scouting parties of cavalry found that 
the Dervishes had not only abandoned 
their outposts, but that 
their

camp had been deserted, the enemy

flight and carrying with 
them their women and children. When- 
ever parties of Dervishes were sighted 
they were pursued by cavalry, many 
of the fugitives being killed.

BEER. 
Another Industry Which 31ay Hurt 
Foreign ProJu crs. 
At a farewell banquet dinner in the 
Selyoken, Uyeno, held recently in honor 
of Mr. Uyeno Kintaro, brewer of the 
Nihon Beer Co., who is being sent to 
Germany for three vears to cfnrtv then 
the art of makings malt, "Mr. Umakoshi 
( 
uirector 
of that 
Company,' 
made a speech 
which throws much! 
light on the future of the beer brewing! 
trace in japan. 
The Japan 
Gazette 
gives the gist of the speech: 
The beer brewing trade in Japan ha3 
made such rapid strides, that the Im- - 


port of beer has now 
been entirely 
stopped, and Japanese beer is exported 
to Singapore, Bombay and other places. 
The sale can be extended 
more 
and 
more, but In spite of the excellent out- 
look the supply is quito insufficient to 
meet 
the 
Increasing 
demand. 
Our 
"Eblsu Beer," for Instance, cannot meet 
the large orders from customers both 
at homo and abroad, and It Is a regret-abl- e 
fact that we disappoint our 
at this season 
when beer Is 
most wanted. 
Many regard beer brew- 
ing as an uncertain trade which does 
not benefit the country in any way. 
Such a belief arises from the ignorance 
of the trade. 
Besides supplying a ne- 
cessary beverage, few trades have been 
so effective as beer brewing in check- 
ing imports and expanding exports. 
Can such a trade be called benefitless 
in these days of keen commercial 
com- 
petition? 
At present, only four sorts 
of beer Including Eblsu, Klrln, Asahl 
and Saporo, are brewed In the proper 
way in this country. 
Adding to these 
various other sorts of more 
or less 
crude nature, the total output of beer 
Is less than 50,000 "koku" per annum. 
Comparing 
this with 4,000,000 "koku" 
ot "sake," it Is only 
1-- 
in quantity. 
Estimated according to the quantity of 
alcohol contained 
in each of the two 
beverages, 
beer, which contains only 


4-- 15 
of the alcohol contained In "sake," 
cannot exceed 
of "sake" In pro- 
duction. 
As "sake" which is only con- 
sumed at home can be profitably 
brew- 
ed in so large a quantity, beer which 
is consumed 
in all countries ot the 
world ought to find good sales If brew- 
ed ten or twenty times as much as at 
present. 
The establishment 
of 
new 
beer breweries being under contempla- 
tion in Tokyo and various other places, 
some allege that the existing, breweries 
will In the future suffer considerably. 
But there Is really no ground for such 
fears. 
One of two new breweries 
can- 
not in the least affect the profit of the 
older 
breweries, 
seeing the large de 
mand for beer, and the trade is far 
from being uncertain. 
The profit ot 
the trade being so largo and certain 
even at present, when all the malt Is 
Imported 
from distant countries, it Is 
not difficult for any one to see how 
much more profit It will yield if good 
malt can be made of Japanese barley. 
Our Company recently opened a malt 
factory and tried 
malt-maki- 
with a 
Garland 
machine 
of the latest Inven- 
tion, and also tried the cultivation of 
German 
barley. 
It is owing 
to the 
result of our careful investigations, af-

The spe- 
cial Foreign Office postage stamp Is a 
new departure, designed 
to give more 
distinction to Foreign 
Office matter. 
The denominations will be one, two, 
five, six and twenty cents, each in dif- 
ferent color. The five cent sample 
for-

by Mr. 
Ashley 
is a brown.

Irmgard had been rammed by a sword-fis- 
h, 
and that the hostile fellow had 
paid the penalty of his imprudence 
by 
leaving a large section 
of his homy 
sword embedded in the tough planking 
of the hslL 
The sword 
had passed 
through the planking and broken off 
about. & foot from the point of impact. 
Tbe supposition is that a fair length 
of the boae protrudes from the Inner 
side of tae barkeniine's "skin." 
Neither Captain Schmidt nor any of 
his men have any knowledge 
of the 
date or hour when the Irmgard was att- 
acked. They do not remember feeling
